1. Applicants' Response to Office Action, received 8 June 2009, is acknowledged. Claims 7 
and 11 have been amended. New claims 34 and 35 have been added. 

2. Claims 5-23 and 29-35 are pending and under consideration.

3. The rejection of claims 7-10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn in 
light of the amendment of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 11 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn in light 
of the amendment of the claim. 

5. The rejection of claims 6, 14-20, 22, 23, 25 and 29-33 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, written description requirement, is withdrawn in response to applicants' arguments.
